river will be deepened to lower the water 
level and drain adjacent lands. This 
dredgmg process will aso result in the | 
complete sanitation of the river, the mud 
bottom of which is now saturated with | 
sewerage. | 

The commission also contemplates es- 
tablishing storage lakes for recreation. 
purposes, to the delight of adjacent com. 
munities. Dams will be constructed with 
flash-boards removable in times of 
freshet when. tremendous quantities of 
water must be carried off. This method 
will increase the carrying capacity of 
the channel! at such times and during sea 
sons of minimum flow the dams will 
gerve to retain- sufficient water to pre- 
gerve the lakes and other aquatic fea- 
tures and maintain a depth suflicient for 
small boats and canoes. To provide a 
continuous waterway for 
boat locks.can be constructed over 
dams.

Thus, it will be seen, the real issue, no matter what may be said 
to the contrary, is lost sight of 1n consideration of a possibility that 
does not receive, and does not deserve, a second thought among the 
sincere well wishers of freedom of trade between the two countries 
on either side of the line. On the surface, the issue in the Macdonald 
district of Manitoba last Saturday, as a year ago, was reciprocity; at 
bottom it was annexation. 

The United States has not withdrawn its proposal of free com- 
mercial intercourse with Canada, nor is it likely todo so. The offer 
may as well remain open. Canada may easily find at the present 
time excuses enough for the suspicion she entertains regarding the 
motives of her neighbor; but 1n the long run these excuses will not 
prove sufficient to justify her in holding aloot from an arrangement 
that. if consummated, would, we believe, work out to the advantage 
of both countries, to the disadvantage of neither. In view of the 
attitude revealed in the Macdonald election, however, it will be wise 
‘f the friends of reciprocity shall let events in Canada shape their 
own course. ‘There will hardly be wanting 1n the next few vears 
manv and impressive instances to illustrate the benefits that would 
accrue to the two countries from a free interchange of soil products.

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olumbia river and ifs tributary, the Snake. 
The Columbia is an international stream. 
It rises on the western slope of the Kocky 
mountains in British Columbia, and _ that 
province is as deeply concerned as any of 


the states in the pr ject of opening the river — = 
to navigation for practically its entire length of 1400 miles. Already 
extensive works, with the view of overcoming rapids and avoiding 
cascades, have been completed or are in progress below the Canadian 
border. Completion of the Celilo canal will mark a great step toward 
development of through Columbian navigation. The rapids above 
this canal are booked for attention next. With sufficient govern- 
ment aid, and the cooperation of British Columbia with the neigh- 
boring states, it is believed that the dream of many years, that of 
affording to traffic a continuous channel in the Columbia from the 
headwaters to the Pacific ocean, will be realized. 

How far the government at Washington will go is, of course, 
uncertain, Unfortunately for this, as for the Mississippi deep water- 
way project, there 1s nothing 1n the present state of business on the 
river to encourage large investment. One navigation company only 
is making use of the opportunities now im sight, and it is a question 
whether this service can long be maintained. Those who are striving 
to bring the project of improving the entire river to a successful 
issue are urging that the existing steamboat line shall be given sup- 
port, for it is realized that, as the Oregonian puts it, “The strongest 
argument in favor of appropriations tor this work will be the fact 
that we are making the greatest possible use of the channel we now 
have. : 

It would seem that the western rivers are not to be used to any- 
thing like their capacity, either now or hereafter, until there shall 
he a radical change in the construction and character of river craft. 
On the upper Mississippi experiments are to be made next spring 
with a new type of boat. Manitestly, the old type will not do. It 
‘t+ were serviceable it would not. be waiting tor the future: it would 
be doing something now. It is doing nothing, ‘or next to nothing. 
let some one come along with a boat that can stem currents quickly, 
that can be loaded and unloaded expeditiously, that will make some- 
hing like schedule time between landings—that will- meet’ the 
demands of shippers nearly as well as the railroads—and there will 
he no further cause for complaint on the score of lack of river trade. 
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The trade is there, but the river steamboat 1s antiquated. 

The great 
natural water highways of the’ continent are idle largely because 
methods of river navigation have not been improved in any impor- 
tant particular for more than half a century.
